SILENT WOMEN INCREASE 


They Now Think More and Say Less 
Says French Scientist 

M. Dubudout, a French Scientist, 
has recently given out some startling, 
facts, which appear to show that the! 
tendency of woman to talk is actual-| 
ly growing less, and that if this alarm- ! 
ing decline keeps up the woman of a! 
thousand years from now may be 
man’s silent partner, speaking seldom 
and only when words are absolutely | 
necessary. 

This strange change, he says, can | 
be explained in several ways. For | 
that there has been a change I have 
no longer any doubt, after my exten- 
ded observation, not only in France, 
but in America and England, and It- 
aly and Spain. Women are not the 
persistent, animated conversational-| 
ists that they were twenty years ago. 

Take for instance, women in res- 
taurants and at public places of all 


kinds, where they are seen freely 
moving about with men. Every- 
where you see the men taking not 


only their own share in the conver- 
sation, but even leading it in many 
cases. At receptions, too, and at 
public dinners, the fair sex seems, for 
some time now, to be letting the reins 
of conversation slip from their hands. 

One explanation for this queer state 
of affairs is that women, with their | 
growing interest in outside doings, in 
business and politics, and in the stren- 
uous pursuit of carec’s independent 
of men, are becoming more and more 
self-absorbed. A woman whose mind 
is occupied with some burning ques- 
tion of the day, or who is greatly con- 
cernd over the success of her next 
business venture, or the popular ap- 
proval of her latest book or picture 
or song, is not nearly so likely to 
keep up a running fire of light con- 
versation as ler more care-free sister 
of twenty years ago. 

If the man she is with shows an 
inclination to talk she is more than 
willing to let him, It gives her 
greater opportunity to follo:s out her 
own train of thoughts, while outward- 
ly she pretends to drink in every word 
that he cays. 

The old-fashioned woman was not 
interested in self-advancement. Nei- 
ther did her own affairs absorb her. 
She chatted on constantly, sometimes 
interestingly, cleverly, occasionally 
even brilliantly, but always more or 
or less superfically. Now she is in-| 
terested more deeply in things she 
does not seem able to talk about) 
them so readily. 

M. Dubudout claims to have spent 
over a year studying this questicn,| 
and to have gathered actual statistics, | 
first hand, from watching men and) 
women in different parts of the world.

Weed Inspectors Busy 


Both in Bow Va'ley and Keoma 
Municipalities the Weed Inspec- 
tors appointed recently have been 
busy making a complete 
survey of the farms of the districr, 
and notifying the owners or 
occupants of those on which there 
are noxious weeds that they will 
have to remove the weeds with- 
in a space of five days, 

A number of those ordered to 
destroy the noxious weeds on 
their places do so with evident 
reluctance, and some others, it is 
stated, abuse the weed inspectors 
for doing their duty. That sort 


of thing will not avail much, 
however, for in the event ot any 
farmer or owner of land not 


removing his weeds when ordered 
to do so, the inspector will have 
itdone for him, and the cost 
charged up to him. 

In any event itis not right to 
abuse the inspectors or endeavor 
to disobey their orders, for they 
are only doing their duty by the 
ratepayers as a whole, by whom 
they are appointed, and every 
farmer shoud do his utmost to 
keep his tarm tree from weeds, 
without being forced to do it, 

Inthe past the good farmers 
have suffered from the fault of 
those who were too lazy to look 
after their weeds, but this state 
of affairs is happily at an end, 
and the majority are protected 
against the few who would allow 
their farms to be overrun with 
weeds without doing anything to 
eradicate them. If weeds are 
allowed to grow unchecked on 
any farm for two or three years 
they putcrop raising on the hum- 
mer and make the cleaning out of 
the farm again av expensive job 

With regard to the irrigation 
ditches, on the banks of which 
there are olten found weeds, the 
responsibility is divided between 


the Company and the farmers, 
depending on the nature of the 
contract made. In some cases 


the farmer agrees to keep the 
ditches supplying his Jand free 
from weeds, while in others the 
onus falls on the company. 


Why Ship Grain To 
Market? 


Why should; any dry-land 
farmer ship his products tomarket 
in the form of hay and grai ? 

There is but one correct answer 
tot his question: He shouldn't 
doit. Yetthe average western 
farmer of today fails todo any- 
thing else. Asa matter of fact 
the practice of selling wheat and 
corn, hay and other tarm crops 
from the land, year after year 
results in a gradual but constant 
loss of soil fertility. It costs no 
more to till soil which wil 
produce forty bushels of wheat 
per acre than soil which is so 
worn that it will produce but 
twenty. Herein is a fundamental 
principle of farming, and one of 
the strongest arguments in favor 
of live stock husbandry, The 
feeding of farm animals not only 
means that 85 to go per cent, of 
the fertilizing value of the crops 
fed can be returned to the land 
but also that such forage crops as 
alfalfa, clover, and cow peas will 
be grown to accompany kafir, 
milo and corn, The former crops 
draw from the air more nitrogen 
than is sold from the land in the 
shape of meat or milk products

farm should be a factory. Divi- 
dends depend upon the cost of 
marketing. Live stock provides 
a home market for the crops 
grown. Feeding live stock isa 
means of condensing a product 
to about one-eighth of its original 
weight. Seven pounds out of 
every eight are thereby marketed 
on the farm, reducing the freight 
charges for transporting grain by 
87 1-2 per cent and doing away 
with the usual haul to the local 
market.or elevator. The utiliza- 
tion of waste roughage, the seas- 
onal distribution of labor, the 
added pleasure of farm life; all 
are additional points for the 
western farmer to consider when 
mapping his course to farm 
success.

Several Reductions Necessary Before | has passed and crops are continui er 


the Tariff Schedule is Scaied Down 
to That of Canada 


J a consistent policy of pro- 
‘teion the United States has risen 
to an immensely strong industrial 
‘position, but for twenty years past its 
‘tariff has been far too high—twice 
jas high as that of Canada. It is only 
reasonable, therefore, that a new 
‘Democratic Administration should try 
le down the customs duties to 
siderable extent. A few succes- 
reductions of the kind now pro- 
would bring the average Amert- 
an schedules almost to a level with 
those of Canada. 

United States industries have little 
‘to fear from lower duties on clothing, 
steel, lumber and other products. 
{These industries are controlled by 
powerful capitalistic combinations, 
which could readily crush out com- 
petition from the lesser maenufactur- 
ing enterprises of this country and of 
most other countries. Canadian manu- 
facturers of steel rails and other ar- 
ticles have difficulty in meeting the 
demands of our own market. So that 
they have little leisure for an invasion 
ef the United States. 

Policy of Conservation 

The new tariff bill would place many 
Canadian farm products on the free 
lst and reduce the duties on many 
others. In this way our agriculturists 
would obtain access to the American 
markets without being exposed to the 
unbridled competition of half the 
food-producing countries in the world 
to which the reciprocity agreement of 
1911 would have left them open, In 
population Canada is a small country 
alongside a great one, and for the 
time being our salvation lies in con- 
aerving our vast industrial wealth for 
our own people, 

Under present unequal tariff con- 
ditions, every Canadian man, woman 
and child, spends $26 in the States for 
every $1 which Americans spend on 
Canadian goods. In this respect the 
new tariff bill should change things 
for the better, but, of course, it is 
designed only to meet existing eco- 
nomic conditions in the Republic. It 
may or may not reduce the cost of 
living there to some extent, but in 
increasing the taxation on luxuries and 
in levying upon large incomes the 
measure moves in the right direction. 

Only Incidental Effects 

When, however, all is said and done, 
the Wilson bill is a purely American 
proposal. Its effects in this country 
are only incidental. That is the view- 
pint which our legislators must take 
when they deal with the tariff. Mean- 
time, the proposed redvctions at 
Washington constitute a substantial 
Justification of those who fought and 
defeated the Taft-Fielding trade ar- 
rangement a year and a half ago. For 
one thing the grievance of the Wes- 
tern Canadian grain-growers would be 
largely removed by the proposed low- 
ering of the American duty on wheat 
from 25 cents to 10 cents a bushel. 
For much of the time during the past 
year prices of wheat and other food- 
stuffs have ruled so high on this side 
of the border as compared with Amert- 
can prices that it is just possible that 
the organized farmers on the plains 
have been expecting benefits from 
access to the American market which 
they cannot realize, 


PROVINCES ADVANCE 
IN MANUFACTURING 


The Strong Growing Demand for Bulld- 
Ing Materials le the Chief 
Reason 


Agriculture is now taken for granted 
on the prairies, but what about manu- 
facturing? The example of Winnt- 
peg’s rise in a little more than a de- 
cade to the position of fourth indus- 
trial city in the Dominion, has had 
the effect of Iimbering the imagin- 
ation of conservative Canads. and now 
very often the remark is madé that 
Manitoba is more like an eastern prov- 
ince than a member of the middle 
Western family. But when one talks 
about manufacturing in Saskatchewan 
gnd Alberta, the imagination of some 
very intelligen’ eople refuses to 
work; they si eir eyes and say, 
as pompou . Governor Simpson 
gaid years «x0, 0 speaking of the 
possible agricultural development of 
‘that part of the Northwest Territories 
mow called Saskatchewan, “it is im- 
possible; it can't be done,” 

But it is being done. Manufacturing 
is progressing rapidly in both Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. The kinds of 
manufacturing plants that are being 
established in these two prairle proy- 
inces may be classed largely under 
four heads, namely, flour mills, brick 
and clay products, lumbering with its 
triby‘ary industry, planing; and stee? 
ané Mtyork. Generally speaking, 
wits 1Kurekception of milling, these 
different forms of manufacturing have 
been introduced into the Middle West 
as the result of the strong, growing 
local demand for building materials,

inches high, If warm weather con- 
tinues it is calculated that barley 
cutting will commence about August 
to and wheat about 10 days later, 
which will be earlier than usual for 
this part of the country. Towards 
the end of the week the weather was 
somewhat unsettled but still warm. 
There was a slight sprinkling of 
rain on Wednesday evening and on 
Thursday a high wind prevailed, 
sufficient, as reported in another 
part of this issue, to blow down a 
brick wall in Strathmore. 
The only grumbles heard just 
now are directed against the mos- 
quitoes which have been exception- 
ally numerous and very activé, but 
as an abundance of Mosquitoes are 
held to prognosticate a good crop, 
they are endured as being a neces- 
sary evil. 
The ground is still moist and rain 
is not necessary for some time, if at 
all, buta few showers would help to 
fill out the heads of the grain. 
Hay cutting will commence shert- 
ly, and will be a fine crop. The 
pasture is very rich just now, and 
cattle are in fine condition, though 
they are suffering from the attacks 
of the mosquitoes, 
Following is the weather report:

Windstorm Damages 
Firewall 


During the heavy windstorm on 
Thursday afternoon the big firewall 
erected last fali by the Municipality 
between W. E. Brown's store and 
the Opera House was partly blown 
down, This firewall is 28 teet in 
height by 130 feet long. About 
three. o'clock when the storm was 
at its height the rear end of the 
wall collapsed on the vacant lot 
between it and the Opera House. 
Fortunately there was nobody in the 
immediate vicinity, or a fatality 
would certainly have resulted. For 
some time afterwards it was feared 
that more of the wall would come 
down, as it was swaying noticeably, 
but the wind went down somewhat, 
and the fears of the spectators at- 
tracted were relieved. The portion 
taken was almost diagonally fifteen 
or twenty feet from the end of the 
at the top, to the end of the 
wall at the bottom, Ihe remainder 
ot the wall is protected somewhat 
trom the force of the wind by the 
Opera House and Brown's store, 
which was probably the reason it 
was not affected. That the rear 
portion was liable to damage from 
wind was recognised some time ago 
by the engineer, who recommended 
the erection of buttresses at both 
sides. Tenders had been taken, 
but the work was hanging pending 
negotiations with the owner of the 
vacant lot. 

The two firewalls were erected as 
a local improvement by the Council 
after petition by property owners on 
that street, and have almost cut fire 
insurance rates in half. It is calcu- 
lated that they will save their cost 
tu the property owners in three 
years’ insurance premiums.

A meeting of Strathmore Town 
Council was held in the Town Hall 
on Tuesday evening, Mayor Lam- 
bert presiding. Councillors present 
were Messrs Dr Girvin, Butler, 
Martin, Brown, and Berry, 

Minutes of the last meeting were 
read and adopted, and several com- 
munications read, 

With :ezard to the park, it was 
stated that owing to the wet 
weather fo'lowing their last Coun- 
cil meeting it had been impossible 
to go over the ground. It was 
agreed to go over it with Mr 
Stockton the tollowing day. 

The Mayor stated that if possible 
they would like to have the lake 
completed this fall, so that it could 
be used as a skating rink, 

A number of accounts were reud 
and referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee, to be paid if found correct 

The min utes ot Finance Commit- 
tee recommended the payment of a 
sum of $18 for levelling down the 
earth on Second Street taken from 
the septic tank excavation, Coun- 
cillor Berry stated that the hotel 
representative had stated that they 
were willing to level the road if 
they were allowed to “put the earth 
from the excavation on it. The 
recommendation of the committee 
was therefore rejected. 

Considerable — discussion 
place on an account for $15 salary 
per month for the fire chief, which 
had been referred back to the 
Council by the finance committee, 

The Mayor and Councillor Brown 
were of opinion that the amount 
was excessive for the head of a 
volunteer fire brigade, which with 
this addition was costing $65 per 
month, The majority, however, 
were of the opinion that the 
services of a fire chief were 
worth the amount asked, and the 
account was passed, 

An application of the King 
Edward Hotel proprietors for the 
use of the public road to run a 
series of drains and tiles under- 
neath the roadway for the purpose 
of disposing of the overflow from 
their septic tank was brought for- 
ward. It was stated that the 
system was the most scientific that 
was known for the disposal of 
overflow of this nature, and the 
Council empowered the secretary 
to have an agreement drawn up 
allowing the hotel to carry out 
their plan, but reserving the right 
of the Council to close it down 
should it at any time become a 
nuisance. 

The subject of the pool room 
licenses was brought up, and it 
was decided not to allow any re- 
bate on a pool room yearly license 
though the holder ceased to be own- 
er before the half year was up, 

It was agreed to get esti- 
mates on a cement crossing and 
sidewalk from First Avenue to the 
railway station, and to submit the 
figures to the C. P. R., who, it. is 
stated, had agreed to pay for the 
sidewalk if the town would pay for 
the crossing.

In Chinatown, San Francisco, is a 
sacred furnace which is utilized sole- 
ly for the purpose of burning discard- 
ed letters, MSS., and newspapers.

Remarkable Discoveries Reported by 
German Archaeologist

collaboration with the Greek archaeol-| 
ogist, M. Romaeos at the spot where 
the famous ‘Gorgo’ and the temple 
ruins were discovered last year 

It has been the Kaiser’, earnest de-| 
sire to discover the site of the town 
of the Homeric King Alkinous, and 
with that object Professor Dorpfeld 
test excavations at many 
points in the island. At first only | 
ruins of historical times were found, | 
dating no further back than the fifth) 
o: sixth cencuries B.C., but this year's 
excavations in the north-west corner 
of the island and on the southern side 
of Cape Kephall have given valuable 
results. 

Important discoveries have been 
made going back to the remote times) 
of the Stone Age, long before the Ho- 
meric period, the relics now brought} 
to light being attributed by ‘te arch-| 


a ologist to the period about 2500 
years B.C. They include  sev>ral 
stone hand mills, in which the corn 


was ground into flour in a cavity in 
a stone vlock by means of heavy stone 
balls, some of waich have also been 
fiund, Judging from the descrip- 
tion in the Odyssey of the hard all}

Toothed flint blades, some of the} 
cutting implements of the ancients, 
have also been founc, and fragments} 
of pots of the pre-Mycenaeic civiliza- 
tion, made by hand without a lathe, 
this mechanical aid not having been 
invented in that period.
